The $1.00 denomination, series 
of 1938, printed by this new method 
will be released on August 31 at 
Washington, D. C. While the stamp 
itself will vary but little in appear- 
ance from those currently issued, 
some collectors may wish to have 
them canceled on the first day of 
issue. 
Piioes desiring first day cancel- 
lations of this variety of the $1.00 
stamp may send addressed enve- 
lopes, together with money order 
remittance, to the Postmaster at 
Washington, D. C. An enclosure 
of medium weight should be placed 
in each envelope and the flap either 
sealed or turned in. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should 
be endorsed ‘“‘First Day Covers.”’

1. The sixth anuual edition of this 
elaborate and colorful philatelic at- 
traction is to be held on Novem- 
ber 19, 20 and 21 (Friday; Saturday 
and Sunday) in the 7ist Infantry 
Regiment Armory, Park Ave. and 
., New York City. This 
will mark the climax of National 
Stamp Collecting Week which will 
be observed throughout the coun- 
try. 

2. Inasmuch as the design chos- 
en for the 4c stamp is a portrait 
of Abraham Lincoln, the life and 
time. of the martyred president 
will feature the show’s theme. 
Available for a Lincoln exhibit are 
stamps of the United States, Cuba 
and San Marino, together_with his- 
toric documents, books and paint- 
ings. 

3. New York City’s Acting Post- 
master John H. Sheehan will in- 
stall a postal sub-station in the 
armory. Here first-day covers will 
be serviced and a special A.S.D.A. 
slogan-postmark will be applied. 
Opening-day ceremonies will be 
held, with Post Office Department 
officials and civic leaders partici- 
pating. 

Details regarding the foregoing, 
together with facts about other de- 
velopments b ing arranged, will be 
revealed by Mr. Keller in a series 
of bulletins to be sent to the philatel- 
ic press and to radio and televis- 
ion stations as fast as the plans 
are perfetted. 

Last year some 63,500 persons 
visited the armory during three 
days and evenings. Throughout the 
five shows in 1949-1953, attendance 
totalled approximately 263,000, at- 
testing to the validity of a claim 
by organized philately that the Na- 
tional Postage Stamp Show has at- 
tained deservedly high ranking in 
public popularity. 

Official Washington’s decision to 

place the new 4c stamp on sale 
first on the opening day of the 1954 
show was disclosed following con- 
ferences by Mr. Keller with Albert 
J. Robertson, Assistant Postmas- 
ter General, and Robert E. Fellers, 
Director of the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s Division of Philately. It is 
another testimonial to Mr. Sum- 
merfield’s cooperation with stamp 
collecting as a hobby. It will be 
recalled that last November he 
honored the A.S.D.A. by giving the 
New York City Tercentennial 3c 
commemorative first-day sale in 
connection with the national show. 
In fact, the four earlier shows 
each received Government co-oper- 
ation of similar character — in 
1949: 6c airmail booklet; in 1950: 
1c, 2c and 3c stamped envelopes; 
in 1951: 2c postcard; and in 1952: 
Red Cross bi-color commemora- 
tive. 
At all five shows the Post Office 
Department exhibited some of its 
rarities and~ will do so again in 
November.

Much Ado About Nothing 


Here I am back in Sidney, Ohio again for a few days. *I made the 
trip up here the first week in July. It was hot in Florida, but it is 
also hot up here, in fact-I can not see much difference in the weather 
except that the nights in Florida are much cooler than up here. 

There has been little change in Sidney 
since we left eight months ago. The town 
looks about the same, some few new houses 
have been built but as a whole there ap- 
pears to be little difference. As I sit here 
in our office I have tried to think of some- 
thing to write about, but the spirit just does 
not seem to move me. Perhaps I ought to 
be back in Howey with my stamps and 
stamp room to get the real urge. 

I did have one thing in mind however 
and since I am here I have looked into the 
matter and believe that a bit of information 
about something that many of you may 
have heard but never saw, might be of in- 
terest. 

I am thinking of a stamp publication 
which was called The Daily Stamp Item. 
It was published by the C. H. Mekeel Stamp 
& Publishing Company in St. Louis, Mo. in 

3 7 * 1896. In starting the paper, the publishers 
GEORGE W. LINN knew it was an experiment. There is little 
in the way of editorial promise in the first 
issue. It was issued on January 1, 1896. In the second number we note 
that J. W. Miller Schmitt of Springfield, Il. was the first paid sub- 
scriber. The first number was of four pages and it seems to have 
stuck to this size all through its short life. During the year 1896 four 
volumes were issued. In all a total of 285 numbers. The last number 
was of 32 pages most of which was’a reprint of the price list of the 
Mekeel Company also a complete list of the subscribers to the Item. 
This list is of Jess than 1000 names so that it can be seen that the 
experiment was not a very successful one. 

It is interesting to note that the subscription rate was $3.00 per 
year. The advertising rate in the first issue was 25 cents per inch 
and even at this low rate advertisements were note plentiful. Later 
on in the course of the year the advertising rate was changed to 5 cents 
per line and later again to 6 cents per line. In many issues of the 
paper most of the advertising was that of the Mekeel Company. 

Among other advertisers we note the names of C. F. Rothfuchs, 
Washington, D.C.; P. M. Wolsieffer, Chicago, Ill.; Joe F. Beard of 
Muscatine, Iowa; Herbert C. Beardsley of St. Joseph, Mo.;: Standard 
Stamp Company of St. Louis; N. E. Carter of Delavan, Wis.; E. T. 
Parker of Bethlehem, Pa. and a few others. Most of those we have 
mentioned were among the big dealers of that period and later. 

In those earlier days there were many nice bargains offered in 
stamps. For instance we note an offer of 3c 1861 at $2.00 per 1000 
copies. The 2c black Jackson at $2.00 per 100 copies. The 1869, 3c 
blue at $8.00 per 1000 copies. 

If you wanted a set of the Columbians you would have to pay $4.50 
for the $1.00; $2.00 for the $2.00; $3.50 for the $3.00; $4.50 for the $4.00 
and $5.50 for the $5.00 stamp. 

There is something about the end of this publication that I can 
not understand. It was published daily except Sunday throughout 1896, 
yet the total number of issues is 285. Number 283 is dated November 
25, 1896; number 284, November 26, 1896 and number 285, the last num- 
ber bears the date of December 31, 1896. All numbers except the last 
were of four pages in so far as I have noted. The last number of 32 
pages and as previously stated was mostly a priced list of the Mekeel 
Company plus a complete list, ROLL OF HONOR, of those who- were 
subscribers to the publication and this list was of less than 1000 names. 
In looking it over we note many names that became quite prominent 
in stamp circles in the following years, many as dealers and many 
as collectors. 

It is interesting to thumb through this old volume as my own in- 
terest in stamps and stamp collecting began just a few years before 
this paper was printed. 

In closing up the Daily Stamp Item the publishers state that they 
are of the opinion that collectors are not enough interested to want to 
give enough time to read a daily paper, that their business interests 
are their first interest and that it is their opinion that a weekly paper 
is sufficient and all that anyone can really hope to read and follow 
in their collecting interests. 

I believe I would be right in saying that there was but one other 
attempt to publish a daily stamp paper. This was an effort of Eben S. 
Martin and I believe the publication came from Plano, Illinois. I very 
well remember it as a small 6 x 9 inch paper. Other than this there 
have been some few daily papers such as the one preduced by the 
stamp club in Columbus, Ohio in 1908, I believe. This was issued daily 
during the four days of the convention of the American Philatelic Asso- 
ciation. It was at the Columbus convention where the name of the 
Association was changed to American Philatelic Society. Reason for 
this was the initials had been A.P.A. and that was a fighting name 
among the Irish, so the name was changed. 

Our Library here in Sidney contains quite a few of the older pub- 
lications and much of interest is found in searching through these old 
magazines. 

At bit later I hope to start a review of some of the first issues of

You can attribute the fact that 
there will be only eighteen denom- 
inations in the Liberty Series of 
regulars to both the postage meter 
and good common sense. The val- 
ues which remain are those which 
will get a fair amount of use by 
the general public. 

When the Presidential series was 
released in 1938 the intention was 
to provide a stamp on which to pic- 
ture every one of our presidents 
who were no longer living. It be- 
came necessary therefore to print 
stamps which for all practical pur- 
poses there was no need. 

The Liberty Series now in the 
making will go easier on the purses 
of stamp fans. And I might add 
right here that you should buy your 
requirements of them soon as they 
are released. 

Doing that has advantages chief 
of which is that if a stamp is dis- 
continued or changed in design or 
whatever, you have yours and wont 
have to rush around in panic later. 
Likewise, as has been suggested 
frequently here, get what you need 
of the Presidential series at once 
before they are no longer on sale 
at face value.. 

For selected copies of all values 
at face order from the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D. C. You can get 
a list of the items on sale there by 
sending a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope with a request for it. In- 
structions for purchasing are in- 
cluded.

As you will learn from a news 
item this edition, a new and cheap- 
er method will be used for the 
printing of the $1 Presidential. It 
is to be suspected that the same 
press which is used to print the 8c 
red and blue Liberty will be used 
for this stamp. 

This new plate was listed by the 
Post Office Department in its re- 
port of activity at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing for the 
month of May. Its number is 24977 
—that’s for the frame. 

About the only way apparently 
you will be able to establish it as 
a used single will be on a first day 
cover with the postmark tying it 
Of course, a plate 
block will provide the identifica- 
tion. There should be two plate 
numbers — the above, and one for 
the vignette, whatever it will be. 
This new method will print 400 
stamps at one time — the other 
accounted for only 100. 


A publication which you might 
want to add to your library, or per- 
haps cut up and mount with your 
stamp and first day cover, is listed 
in the current bulletin of the U. S. 
Government Printing Office. It is 
titled, ‘‘Brief Account of the Lewis 
& Clark Expedition from St. Louis, 
Mo. to the Mouth of the Columbia 


A description of the contents 
reads, “‘This brief account empha- 
sizes the human side of the expedi- 
tion. It is a vivid example of what 
enlightened leadership can _  ac- 
complish and how a spirit of loyal 
cooperation can be built up in a 
group made up of persons with 
widely different national origins 
and personal characteristics. To 
give historical perspective to the 
Lewis & Clark effort, two new maps 
showing the route............. have 
been added.”

Selling price is 10c postpaid. Send 
orders and payments, cash, no 
stamps, to the Superintendent of 
Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office Washington 25, D.C. 


For first day covers of the Wash- 
ington Ic coil stamp at Baltimore, 
Md.

However, some of the cards and 
letters didn’t have a name, or il- 
legible ones, and it wasn’t possible 
to thank them here. 

I must thank Postmaster of 
Sioux City Harry J. Gleason for 
preparing one of the official first 
day souvenir programs with one 
of the Lewis & Clark stamps and 
then cancelling it with the hand 
eanceller. He autographed it, too— 
a much appreciated added touch. 

Roy Swanson of St. Paul, Minn. 
also sent one of the official pro- 
grams prepared as_ described 
above. A bushel of thanks to him. 
Mr. Swanson took his troop of Boy 
Scouts to Sioux City for the first 
day ceremonies and attendant ex- 


citement, and a little profit be- 
sides. 
Readers will remember some 


weeks ago we publicized that this 
troop had prepared a special ca- 
cheted envelope which would be 
made into first day covers on the 
appointed day. Those of you who 
helped these boys will be pleased 
to know that the jaunt proved to be 
successful financially and _ other- 
wise for these Scouts. 

Mr. Swanson wrote, “‘We have 
not completed our audit yet, but I 
am sure we are going to be able 
to buy those tents we so badly 
needed.

As wonderfully cooperative as 
the Post Office Department has 
become in the last year, there is 
still one matter they could improve 
upon and make a lot of collectors 


happy. 

About half the time the announce- 

ments released for new or changed 
HPO service, or new domestic or 
foreign airmail flights, are POSI- 
TIVELY TOO LATE. They don’t 
get these things right out of thin 
air and start them in a couple of 
days. Surely all of them are known 
sufficiently ahead of time for the 
Department to give timelier no- 
tices. 
I can easily understand that 
batches of covers in storage around 
a post office are not desirable 
awaiting carriage on an event, but 
there -aren’t ever enough of them 
to be a big problem. A little stor- 
age would be much better than a 
lot of collector disappointment. 


From a letter in recent mail:— 
“TI noted in a recent issue that 
you made a statement about the 
value of our regular postage issues. 
(used). Recently, I got a buying 
list from a party in Philadelphia. 
I noted several items which I can 
hardly believe—it is the price paid 
for the 1c, 2c, 3c Defense issues— 
20c per thousand, all off paper put 
up in envelopes, 100 to each enve- 
lope. Anyone who is crazy enough 
to soak off stamps at this price 
should have his head examined.”

MALTA. On September 8 Malta 
will release three stamps to com- 
memorate the centenary of the 
Dogma of The Immaculate Con- 
ception 1854-1954. The values will 
be 144d, 3d and 1/- and they will 
feature a reproduction of the cen- 
tral Altar Piece of the Collegiate 
Parish Church, Cospicua. These 
stamps will remain on sale for 
three months, or until stocks are 
exhausted, whichever is earlier. 

TURKS & CAICOS. Two new val- 
ues have been ordered for this 
colony. The values will be 5 pence 
and 8 pence and will include a 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth. They 
will be two-colored stamps and the 
border will be the same as in the 
current bi-colors. 

MAURITIUS. As previously an- 
nounced, Mauritius released, on 
August 2, a new value of 60c. The 
design and color is the same as the 
current 12c stamp which was with- 
drawn from sale on July 31, 

ZANZIBAR. The Sultan’s 75th 
Birthday commemorative set of 
five will be released on August 26 
and will remain on sale for three 
months or until stocks are exhaust- 
ed, whichever is earlier. 

ST. LUCIA. On September 2, St. 
Lucia will release nine Queen Eliz- 
abeth stamps. The values are 3, 
6, 8, 10, 15, 25, 50c, $1.00 & $2.50. 
The equivalent values of the cur- 
rent issues will be withdrawn from 
sale at the close of business on 
September 1. 

ROYAL VISITS. Here are the 
figures of the number sold of some 
of the Royal Visit stamps. The 
first figure is for stamps sold in 
the Colony; second, by the Crown 
Agents; and the third, Total of both. 

Aden—84,046; 249,170; 333,216. 

Kenya—680,719; 273,474; 954,193 

Malta—640,800; 295,790; 936,590. 

These small figures show why the 
complete set of thirteen Royal Visit 
stamps are scarce with prices ad- 
vancing. 

AUSTRALIA. On August 2 Aus- 
tralia released a 3% pence stamp 
to commemorate the centenary of 
Western Australia’s first stamp 
which was issued on August 1, 1854. 
This stamp will remain on sale for 
one month only. 

NORTH BORNEO. Current $1.00 
North Borneo stamps have been or- 
dered with the royal portrait 
changed. The 20c and 30c values 
with new portrait were released on 
August 3 and the equivalent values 
of the current issue were with- 
drawn from sale on July 31. 

On October 1 a ic stamp with 
the portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
will be released. The equivalent 
value of the current series will be 
withdrawn from sale at the close 
of business on September 30.

With much pride I can now 
show my special pages bearing 
some choice New Zealand used 
blocks. But as I view them I not 
only behold a scenic view but I 
can “see” the person who put it 
on paper. 
Howard Mallitte, a former 
Royal Navy officer, finished the 
first page. A comely mermaid 
leans on the box framing the 5d 
Peace block while to the right a 
Jack Tar dances a hornpipe and 
behind him a Merchant seaman 
lifts his oilskin hat in salute. 
This stamp, I am told, shows the 
warship Achilles and the pas- 
senger liner Dominion Monarch. 
One of New Zealand’s leading 
landscape artists, Marcus King, 
finished the next sheet. A rugged 
coastal view with nikau palms 
in the foreground finished with 
the delicate shadings for which 
Marcus is famous provides a 
backdrop for two Centennial 
blocks, the 9d and the 1/-. 
Uniforms have always fasci- 
nated Peter Read, a 30-year-old 
veteran of the Pacific war. The 
1937 Anzac set gave Peter a 
chance to demonstrate his tal- 
ents. In his finished work three 
New Zealand soldiers are shown 
scaling the heights at Gallipoli 
during World War I. Peter chose 
to do his page in a sepia wash. 
Using Indian ink, C. M. Ber- 
wald sketched two Elizabethan 
gentlemen bowing to the figure of 
King George VI as shown on the 
10d surcharged 14d of the 1940 
Centennial set. Of the Hungarian 
nobility, Mr. Berwald fought with 
the Germans as an officer in 
World War I, but has lived in 
New Zealand for many years. 
With the young New, Zealand- 
er’s love of outdoors life, Peter 
Scaife chose the 5d Pictorial of 
1935 which shows a_ swordfish 
clearing the water in a tremend- 
ous leap. In the upper left hand 
corner of the page a group of 
fishermen are seen fishing from 
a launch, just as the late Zane 
Grey often did in New Zealand 
waters. In the lower half of the 
page a securely hooked sword- 
fish is seen pounding the waves 
with his tail. 
Behind the 242d of the same 
pictorial set Dorothy Hall sketch- 
ed, in life size color, the Mt. Cook 
lilies which frame the view of 
Mt. Cook which Sir Edmund Hil- 
lary often saw as he approached 
the mountains for a climb.

the admiration of many who have 
viewed the page. 
In crayon, Gordon Patching 
sketched a view of the Taranaki 
countryside which is dominated 
by Mt. Egmont as shown on the 
3/- pictorial stamp of 1935. Gor- 
don’s page was finished on a 
weekend, when most of his ma- 
terial was locked in his desk at 
work. 
In an entirely different tech- 
nique, Eric deLacey shows a ship 
fighting heavy seas on a page 
bearing blocks of lighthouse 
(Government Life department) 
stamps. Brilliant blues and the 
whitest of whites were put onto 
the page in the silkscreen process, 
a process of which Eric is master. 
If you have seen many posters 
from N.Z., you have seen his 
work undoubtedly. 
One of the two young women 
who helped decorate my album 
pages drew delicate sketches of 
two native plants, the kowhai 
and the kaka’s beak, in life like 
colors. Blocks of the fantail and 
the kiwi stamps, also of the pic- 
torial set, complete the flora and 
fauna motiff of the pages, which 
Alison Collins chose to complete. 
Another feminine touch was 
applied as a background to the 
7d and 8d stamps of the Centen- 
nial set, which show a Maori 
council maiden accompanying her 
rhythmic dance by twirling her 
pois and a Maori warrior doing a 
vigorous haka. 
The grandeur of the mountains 
is ably captured in a full-page 
sketch by L. McCullough which 
surrounds a block of the “Climb- 
er’ Health stamp of 1937. As an 
added bit of interest, the fellow 
who posed for the stamp sketch 
—my friend A. N. Rutledge—au- 
tographed the box holding the 
stamps. 
Another spectacular section of 
New Zealand gave John Mac- 
Donnell inspiration for his design 
—the Rotorua thermal region, 
which is similar to Yellowstone. 
In a page packed full of interest, 
Mac shows a beautiful Maori girl, 
in her colorful costume, looking 
across the mudpools and steam- 
ing geysers found at Rotorua. To 
the left stands an elaborately 
carved Maori figure. The stamps 
shown on this page are the 1%d 
and the 2d pictorials. The former 
shows a Maori maiden cooking 
food by dipping it into a steaming 
pool and the latter shows a Maori 
Whare (house). 





morous vein. A Maori chieftain’s 
head is sketched at the left of a 
block of the 2d Centennial stamp 
(Abel Tasman, the Dutch discov- 
erer of N.Z.) and to the right, one 
of Tasman’s crewmen is shown 
lovingly fondling his blunderbuss. 
Offshore stands a ship of the type 
Tasman used in charting N.Z.’s 
West coast. Actually, I don’t re- 
call any mention of him landing 
in that country. 

The 2%d Centenial stamp 
(Treaty of Waitangi) is flanked 
by two British naval officers and 
a maiden. The elder officer is 
obviously perturbed by the 
youngster’s interest in the girl. 
And in the next portion of How- 
ard’s design (surrounding the 3d 
Centennial) two new settlers are 
amazed to see a Maori carrying 
a spear, wearing his cloak, while 
at the same time tipping his non- 
Maori tall hat. 

Three other of New Zealand’s 
stamps—the 4d, 5d and 6d—show 
forms of transportation used in 
New Zealand or traveling to and 
from that country. In the page 
bearing these blocks, Eric Mar- 
tin has shown an ancient sailing 
ship, and a huge, four-engined 
airplane which now links N.Z. 
to the world. An outline map of 
the country is also shown and 
super-imposed across it is a stalk 
of silver fern, New Zealand’s na- 
tional emblem. Above is a Maori 
totem and below is a tiki, the 
emblem of fertility. 

Some of the designs are sim- 
ple, some elaborate. All of them 
however, will always remain as 
reminders of good friends in a 
= little country “Down Un- 

er”,

Edmondo Pizzi 


During the next ten years Ed- 
mondo Pizzi labored hard to learn 
all there was to be learned in this 
chosen field. He painted many 
murals and scenery for different 
theatres throughout Italy and par- 
ticipated in various syndicated ex- 
hibitions. 

In 1935, Edmondo decided to en- 
ter the industry of graphics and he 
became associated with the Insti- 
tuto Poligrafico, the State Printing 
Office in Rome where all Italian 
stamps, bank notes, and Titles of 
State are produced as well as most 
of Vatican City’s stamps by special 
treaty. 

Beginning at the bottom of the 
ladder, he soon learned all the 
particulars and specialties without 
which it would be impossible to 
follow the design for reproductions. 
For thirteen years he studied dili- 
gently and learned all he could 
about the various securities needed 
by the Italian Government. 

His talent and hard work were 
rewarded in 1948 when he was ap- 
pointed Director of Artistic Pro- 
jects. Since then most of the com- 
memorative stamps, bank notes, 
and cards of state are in a great 


part an expression of his ideas. 


Upon the death of Corrado Mez-

Edmondo Pizzi, 
Vatican Stamp Designer

It was in the city of Rome that Edmondo Pizzi opened his eyes for 
the first time on April 25, 1905. His early boyhood days were spent as 
those of any Italian lad.

Though he has made a mark in| 
the field of art, Edmondo is also 
an author in his own right. After 
publishing two books he regards.as 
of ‘‘minor importance”’ and collab- 
orating on many articles for daily 
newspapers and other publications, 
he presented his first serious work 
to the printers. This volume, en- 
titled ‘‘Legend of a Man.” is based 
on his army life that for three 
years forced him to fight with the 
Italian army in Yugoslavia. 

In his own words Edmondo Pizzi 
described this military life in Yugo- 
slavia as ‘‘In this land I knew a 
war which was the most horrible 
war that one could imagine, a war 
which turned regular troops into 
bandits in order to defend them- 
selves against bandits’’. 

The prime purpose of this work 
was a plea for the peace that the 
world so sorely needed. 





Auction Season Ends, 
Buyers Paying More 


Philatelic auction buyers paid 
higher prices for the majority of 
the stamps that were sold during 
the last season. 

This was disclosed when Bern- 
ard Harmer, of the New York 
House of H. R. Harmer, Inc., is- 
sued a report on the past season’s 
activities, that concluded on July 
22. 


Mr. Harmer stated that they pub- 
lishec 22 catalogues (as against 23 
for the previous Season), compris- 
ing 72 sessions (against 71) and 
31,027 lots (against 29,169). A con- 
tinued scarcity existed for the 
more classic material in very fine 
condition, and when it was offered, 
prices were invariably aibove pre- 
vious levels. 

This was due in part to increased 
activity among American collec- 
tors but also, to a considerable ex- 
tent, to the considerable increase 
in activity by European buyers, 
who were finding it easier to obtain 
dollars than previously. 

Whilst a number of collections 

came to the United States from 
Europe the trend was definitely for 
stamps to return to Europe. Latin 
American com} -.‘ton was at about 
similar levels to other years but 
some parties were expressing diffi- 
culty in obtaining dollars. 
United States stamps represent- 
ed 10,054 lots or 32 percent of the 
total lots sold, this represented a 
slightly lower proportion than the 
36 percent for the 1952-53 Season. 
The total of $726,660.75 exceeded 
the previous Season’s high level 
figure of $690,709 by $35,951.75.
